How to Avoid Catatastropbes in Life 


Dr. Peal* 


More than 18 y ears hav e passed 
since the d ramatic ev acu ation of 
the British army from the beaches 
of Du nkirk. 
It is d ifficu lt how to recall the 
feeling of d esperation that swept 
the free world at the time, bu t 
we can recov er the mood of that 
fatefu l hou r in 
Winston 
Chu r­ 
chill’s 
g r e a t 
books concern­ 
ing World War 
II: “There was 
a short serv ice 
of intercession 
and p ray er 
in 
W e s t minster 
Abbey ,” 
h e 
wrote. “The En­ 
glish are loth 
to ex press their feelings, bu t in 
my 
stall in the choir I cou ld 
feel the pent-u p, p assionate emo­ 
tion, and also the fear of the con­ 
gregation, not of d eath 
ot wou nd s 
or material loss, bu t of d efeat and 
tiie final ru in of Britain.” 
It 
was at this point that the 
man who ev entu ally became Field 
Marshal Sir Harold Alex and er was 
giv en command of the retreating 
British troops at Du nkirk. General 
Alex and er was looking ov er the 
all bu t d esp erate situ ation on the 
grou nd when a colonel came d ash­ 
ing u p to him, salu ted and rep ort­ 
ed , “General, ou r position is catas­ 
trop hic!” 
Alex and er looked calmly at the 
man, then d ismissed him with 
su ch comment as this: “Don’t u se 
su ch big word s. Colonel. Ju st get 
bu sy and get some boy s ou t of 
here!” 


WELL, AS WE ALL KNOW. 
not only sold iers, sailors and air­ 
men, bu t ord inary citizens as well, 
respond ed to the national crisis. 
More than 330,000 troops were ta­ 
ken from Du nkirk harbor and off 
the beaches in ev ery thing from 
canoes to warships—and the situ a­ 
tion was sav ed from catastrop he 
Crises and possible catastrop he 


are ev er potential problems in life. 
You can sav e y ou rself from cat­ 
astrophes in y ou r own ex perience 
by , first of all, nev er ad mitting 
ex cited ly to y ou rself or to others 
that y ou r position is catastrophic. 
And no crisis will become cat­ 
astrophe if y ou bu t remember six 
things: 


1. DON’T PANIC. Nev er panic. 
Keep relax ed and calm; try to 
keep tension ou t of y ou r nerv ou s 
sy stem. Don’t let panic make y ou r 
mind hot when it need s most of 
all to be cool. For only a cool 
mind can think, and in a crisis 
y ou mu st enable y ou rself to think 
creativ ely . Pray to Almighty God 
u ntil y ou calm d own and then 
q u ietly d o something abou t y ou r 
situ ation. 
2. Nev er ov erd amatize a situ ­ 
ation. That is ex actly what the 
nerv ou s colonel was d oing when 
he reported to General 
Alex an­ 
d er Ju st stu d y the facts, one by 
one simplify ing each, and y ou ’ll 
cu t them d own to a size that will 
not frighten y ou . 
3. Don’t spend any time 
on 
regrets, bu t take the situ ation 
from where y ou are. Don’t ask 
y ou rself why y ou ev er got into 
this position. Ju st get bu sy fig­ 
u ring how to get ou t of it, and 
d o that, one step at a time. You 
d on’t need to find the whole sol­ 
u tion all at once. Do what y ou 
can now. Other insights will come 
later. 
4. When y ou ’v e taken that all-im­ 
p ortant first step, d on’t hu rry into 
a second one. This is a good 
time at which to p ray some more 
and ask for gu id ance step by step. 
Fray y ou r way ou t, insight by 
insight. 
5. Nev er ake any step withou t 
asking y ou rself—and asking God — 
if what y ou are d oing is the right 
thing to d o ethically and sp iritu ­ 
ally . A fu nd amental principle is 
this: You can nev er go wrong 
d oing right. Ask and answer this 
q u estion: “What is right?” Then 
d o it. 


The first thing he said to them 
was, “Of cou rse, whatev er hap­ 
pens at Du nkirk, we shall fight 
on.” 
The reaction to his statement 
was amazing; there has nev er 
been su ch a d emonstration at a 
cabinet meeting. “A white glow, 
ov erpowering, 
su blime,” 
wrote 
Chu rchill, “ran throu gh ou r island 
from one end to end .” And Bri­ 
tain av oid ed catastrophe. 
Keeep su ch a white glow, ov er­ 
powering, su blime, aliv e in y ou r 
own heart and y ou will av oid the 
catastrop hes that threaten y ou in 
life.

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A Helping Hand to Youth 


The Salem Youth Center, more 
commonly referred to by Salem high 
school age boys and girls as the Can­ 
teen, is embarking on its fifth suc­ 
cessful season. 
Sponsored by the Rotary Club, 
which finances the Center to the tune 
of $1,200 annually, the quarters in the 
Memorial Building have provided ev­ 
enings of wholesome recreation for 
teenagers who needed just such a 
place to get toge ther. 
Last year, for example, 420 were 
enrolled as Youth Center members. 
The roster this season will be equally 
as large, predicts Adult Supervisor 
Joseph Boone, a junior high school 
teacher who holds down the only 
paid job at the Center. 
The Canteen is run by the youths 
themselves, governed by their board 
of directors, although an adult board 
looks in and also watches from a dis­ 
tance. The rules are simple and good 
conduct is absolutely essential. Mem­ 


bers sign in and sign out in case any 
parent might want to check. 
Joe Boone is high in his praise of 
the youngsters’ exemplary conduct. 
They’ve always been a bunch of good 
kids enjoying their own companion­ 
ship. T lere’s a gi:me room, snack bar, 
separale lounges for boys and girls, 
and a dance floor. 
The youths pick their own board of 
directors, with a seventh being elect­ 
ed by the High School Student Coun­ 
cil. On the senior board are two par­ 
ents, a minister, a representative of 
the Women’s Federation, a trustee of 
the Memorial Building and two mem­ 
bers of the Rotary Club. 
Operating on a three nights a week 
basis, the Salem Youth Center has 
proved beyond a doubt that it is a 
worthy community project. The Rot­ 
ary Club and others associated with 
it have done a creditable job to keep 
Salem youths from becoming delin­ 
quent. 


Not a Rocket, 
Not a Tank, Just a Ruble 


All the surmises and rumors about Rus­ 
sia’s economic atta k are brought under one 
magnifying glass fcr inspection by Waldemar 
A. Nielsen in the re-w Harper’s. 
Soviet production, he points out, is now 
large enough to b?ck up major maneuvers 
in the markets of the world. Tie purpose 
of the maneuvers is to destroy the ability 
of the customer to resist Communism.

Marriage Course

A 51-year-old globe-trotting Ro­ 
man Catholic priest is preparing 
young people in at least 20 coun­ 
tries for marriage by means of a 
correspondence course. 
The Rev. Andre Guay, a priest 
who was born in Ville Marie, 
Que., oversees the lessons from 
his post as director of the Uni­ 
versity of Ottawa’s Catholic Cen­ 
ter 
The course consists of 15 lessons 
’prepared with the help of special­ 
ists in law, psychology, biology 
and medicine. It lasts about six 
months and is open to couples of 
all faiths. 
Lesson titles include "Love and 
Happiness,” "Courtship and En­ 
gagements,” "Civil Laws Concern­ 
ing Marriage,” and "Anatomy and 
Physiology.” Couples preparing for 
marriage must study together. 
Father Guay says the aim of 
the course is "encouraging young 
people to discuss problems togeth­ 
er — a habit they will bring into 
marriage.” 
The students write tests on each 
lesson and mail them to course 
centers for marking. The course 
center for the United States and 
Canada is the Ottawa Catholic 
Center, a rambling stucco building 
near the university.

The usual technique is to seize 
upon any antagonisms and bring 
in agitators to aggravate the ten­ 
sions. What has 
before been a 
dormant issue suddenly becomes 
explosive. 
The C om m u n i s t apparatus 
doesn’t work directly in such situ­ 
ations. It operates through inter­ 
mediaries. Thus, the persons who 
ave involved first hand in the riots 
are, as a rule, unaware of the 
methods by which they have been 
inflamed. 
This is not a new mode of war­ 
fare. It was practiced with telling 
effect in foreign countries by the 
Nazis prior to World War II. 
It is not easily detected. One 
reason is that the infiltrators work 
through "right wing” as well as 
"left wing” organizations. Their 
principal aim is to intensify al­ 
ready troublesome situations and 
it doesn’t require 
an 
army 
of 
agents to kindle a fire where the 
sparks are smouldering. 


THE HISTORY of the 
British 
riots fits in with the happenings 
elsewhere. At first there are pub­ 
lic speakers who agitate under the 
protection of freedom - of - speech 
doctrines. Few people are aware 
of what’s going on. The news­ 
papers don’t notice it in the early 
stages. Then, when the issue is 
fully expounded, persons who dis­ 
play a fanaticism on the subject 
appear on the scene. It doesn’t 
tak*> long to develop a mob spirit. 
In th:s country, the House Com­ 
mittee on un - American activities 
has uncovered nstances of Com­ 
munist instigation 
of riots 
and 
bombings in the South in connec­ 
tion with the "segregation” con­ 
troversy. 
Organizations concerned with the 
detense of Ne°ro rishts find them­ 
selves indignantly denying that any 
of their members are Communists 
and openly repudiating such in­ 
fluences. So do the Ku Klux Klan 
leaders deny any communist con­ 
nection. 
But such organizations 
themselves are unable always to 
detect the means by which out­ 
side influences work their way 
into their ranks. 
If t h e Communist apparatus 
wants, for instance, to plant an 
idea in the mind of "left wing” 
spokesmen — a senator or a rep­ 
resentative or a newspaper editor 
— he last person ever selected for 
such a mission would be a known 
or suspected Communist. 


The procedure usually is to stir 
up the "left wing” organizations 
and encourage 
them 
to 
send 
emissaries to carry on the battle. 
The same issues might have been 
espoused anyway, but normally it 
would take a much longer time— 
sometimes years—to bring them to 
a climax.

BIGGEST 
aids 
given to the Communists comes 
from those who can be counted on 
to pooh-pooh it all. 
A significant illustration of this 
appeared in connection with the 
recent demonstrations a?hinst Vice 
President Nixon in Latin America 
There was a tendency in some 
quarters in this country to belittle 
the Communtet oart in the whole 
affair or to pass it off as having 
no Communist connection. 
Actually there has always been 
anti-American feeling of some kind 
in Latin America, but the people 
there are by nature much too po­ 
lite to demonstrate in the manner 
reported during the Nixon trip. 
The Communists however, knew 
long in advance that the 
vice 
president was coming. They pre­ 
pared to arouse the students in 
the universities—a favorite point 
of contact—and the plot worked. 
The similarity of the signs and 
placards used by the Communists 
in "demonstrations” in various 
courtries gives away the game. 
The language of anonymous phone 
ca’ls in connection with the bomb­ 
ing of a Negro school and a Jewish 
Svnagogue 
in Jacksonville, in April 
of this year was the jargon of the 
dedicated Communist. 
The formal report of the grand 
jury investigating a bombing dur­ 
ing race troubles in the Louisville 
area in 1954 pointed out that "this 
case see^s to follow 
*' o pattern 
used by the Communist party to 
create trouble between 
the 
re­ 
spective races in this country.” 


T nE COOMMOUNISTS are astut 
enough to utilide race or religious 
differences 
to their 
advantage. 
Who. it might be asked, pays for 
all the literature against certain 
religious 
g r o u p s 
distributed 
throughout the world and also for 
the agitation carried on by select­ 
ed speakers who link those re­ 
ligious groups with governmental 
policy in the United States, the 
Middle East and elsewhere? 
It’s all part of the design of 
the Communists who do their dam­ 
age by working inside both fac­ 
tions in every controversy, wheth­ 
er it’s in Cyprus or Algeria or 
India or Egypt or Malaya or the 
Philippines or Japan.

There’s scarcely a country in the 
World in which the Communist ap­ 
paratus isn’t secretly

stirring up trouble.

Nothing could have startled me 
less than the fuss about TV quiz 
shows. 
My sympathy is with the pro­ 
ducers, who have been put on the 
defensive by an allegation that at 
least one contestant was not en­ 
tirely on his own while the view­ 
ing public was tuned in on him. 
This would mea, if true, that 
the producers had been caught in 
the modern trap of keeping up 
whatefer appearance is expected. 
Art does not imitate life any more- 
it imitates itself. 
Television, which Is a kind of 
mirror process anyway, is pecu- 
licaly susceptible to the tempta­ 
tion to make things appear the way 
the audienct expects them to ap­ 
pear. 
Take Indians, for example. 
Indians appear on TV as semi- 
naked 
characters 
who emit 
a 
strange yipping sound while rid­ 
ing down slopes on spotted ponies 
into the jaws of death. Or, if the 
script does not call for them to be 
killed right away, they ride across 
the skyline in picturesque silhou­ 
ettes. Stupid as the Indians must 
have been to let white scalawags 
run them off, they never were as 
stupid as they appear on television. 
But the public wants them to be 
that way, because that is the way 
they always have been. 
This is the result of art imitat­ 
ing art — one of thousands. Ex­ 
amples are not limited to tele­ 
vision. 
This is a nation of imitators. We 
do what we think we are expected 
to do and appear as we are ex­ 
pected to appear. Anyone who goes 
counter to the official concept is 
suspect. 
Policemen are supposed to be 
curt, like Sarge Friday, or clever, 
like Sherlock Holmes. Businessmen 
are hard-bitten and realistic, like 
the prototype created in all novels. 
Kids are expected to hate fcoing 
to school, because that’s the way 
it is in the all-American script. 
Teachers are supposed to look like 
a composite picture of a school­ 
teacher, and if they don’t they are 
looked at askance. 
Girls are glamorous only if they 
look like the image of glamor cre­ 
ated by Hollywood. The fact that 
men keep falling in love with wom­ 


en who do not look like that is a 
great puzzle to conformists, who 
murmur, "I don’t understand what 
he sees in her.” 
Professors must be absent-mind­ 
ed because that is the image — 
the 
official 
conception. 
Mg- 
cians must be pompous. 
Preachers 
must 
be 
sanctimonious. 
News­ 
papermen must be glib and cyni­ 
cal. Gangsters must be smoothies 
wearing snap-brim hats. Hoodlums 
must chew gum. 
Sheriffs are taciturn. New houses 
have view windows. Automobiles 
have funny-looking fins on the fen­ 
ders. Little girls have curly hair. 
Boys have crew-cuts. Women wear 
shorts in the summertime, even 
though their judgment tells them 
they are making a bad mistake. 
Salesmen are glib, athletes walk 
erect, truck drivers have hairy 
chests, telephone operators talk 
’ike robots, top sergeants are il­ 
literate, bookkeepers are mousy, 
fal’en women are b^owsy, agricul­ 
turalists talk like refugees from 
"Way Down East” and Southern­ 
ers talk as if they were regurgitat­ 
ing turnip greens. And quiz-show 
contestants are incredibly well in­ 
formed, besides being pehnomen- 
ally equipped to dredge up answers 
on a minute’s notice.
